round it, that not a Honfe isto be {een unmarck’d 
by the Hand of the Almighty : Some Houles are 
half thrown down, and others cleft from the Top to 
the very bottom of their Foundations: The Caftle 
of the Antient Counts of Forca!quier, which belongs 
at prefent tothe Order of Maltha ; and which Gas 
been always look’d udon to be as ftrong as a Rock, 
becaufe of the folidity and thicknefs of its Walls 
and Foundations, threatens a Fallon all Gdes. Not 
a Wall, nor Tower, nor Vault, but what has re- 
ceiv'd fome Damage. The flrongeft Churches, as 
thole of Sr. Saviour and of our Lady, have far’'d in 
like manner: The Convent of the Obfervantins is 
render’d uninhabitable ; the Walls of the Town are 
thrown down in feveral Places, and the Barth gapes 
in others; Rocks are rent; and what feems 
m¢ft (urprifing is a Rock which ftands a quarter of a 


League from the Town, and which having open'd 


it felf, has difcover’d fevera! Springs of Water, fome 
Sulphurous, others frefh. Several Nurfes loft their 
Milk; divers Perfons were ftruck Sick, fome 
of which are become slmoft Stupid,and others have 
quite lof their Senfes: In the very Cattle is per- 


ceiv’d fome charge. From the 14th to the 20th. 


feveral Shogs were felt every Day ; but fo gentle, 
that they were fearcely regarded ; infomuch that 
the Danger was believ’d to be all over, and every 
one was beginning to repair his Houfe ; when on 
the zoth three Earthquakes happen’d , the laft 


of them at 2 in tne Afternoon, with Noifes more 


violent and dreadful than thofe of the 14th: and 
which refounded fo lond in the Air and in Sub- 
terranean places, that all believ’d the End of the 
World was come. The Town was intirely de- 
ferted in lefs than a quarter of an Hour: The 
Monks 2nd Nuns abandon’d their Convents ; and 
7 or 8000 Souls who crowded ont of the Town, 
thinking only to fly from Death, found themfelves 
all at once without Meat or Drink, nor durft return 
back to get any: Which compell’d them to have 
recourfe to the Neighbouring Towns and Vitlages ; 
where fome BPamilies remain’d, while others lay 
in the Fields in Places moft remote from Buildings : 
Several Shogs were felt every Day from the 2oth 
to the 30th, and fome of them very violent. “ The 
Inhabitants who took up theie Abode in the Fields, 


fuffer’d very much by the Rains that fell the 27¢h 


and 28ch, which made feveral more of them retire 
to the Neighbouring Villages, Not one fingle Per- 
fon was kill’d under the Ruins of this Town, and 
but a few were wounded, The Shogs were felt 
7 of 8 Leagues round: The Villages of Corberes, 


-Sr; Tulle, and Monfuron, which lie not above two 


Leagres from Manofque, have receiv'd fome Da- 
Mage; and that of Peyrevert, which is icarce a 
League diftant from Manofque, has fuffer’d as much

brought Prifoner hither ; defigning to have his Con- 
du feverely examin’d; the whole Court, as well as 
his Majefty, being of Opinion that he did notdo 
his Duty in the Defence of a Place of fo great 
Strength and Importance, garrifon'd with 
Men. The Poffeffion of the Harbour of Mahon ren- 
ders the Allies Mafters of the Mediterranean ; and 
will give them an Opportunity to intercept the Trade 
from Toulon and Marfeilles to the Levant and to 
the Weft Indies. The Prince of Darmftad conti- 
tinues in the Conca de Tren, with much the fame 
Number of Troops as the Count d’ Eftaing has 
there; fo that ‘tis much dofibred whether the 
latter will be able to fecure Winter Quarters in thar 
Part of the Country. The Attack of the Caftle of 
Venafque being fo long deferr'd, it begins to be ap- 
prehended that Bnterprize will not have Effect ; and 
unlefs the County of Ribagorza can be reduc’d to 
Obedience, owr Troops muft take their Winter 
Quarters in Arragon and Valencia ; which will be 
to the great Diffatisfaction of the Inhabitants of 
thofe Provinces. The Chevalier d’ Hasfelr, nor- 
withftanding all things are ready for the Siege of 
Denia, has not yet approach’d that Place. When 
the Duke of Orleans has made an End of difpofing 
his Forces into Winter Quarters, he will make a 
Tour to Valencia before he comes to Court; and 
after a fhort Stay here, he will go to the Court of 
France.

* have a Genius much Superior to his Royal High- 
nets ; and that he isfo much Mafter of his Pro- 
feffion, as to know how with inferior 
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fteal the Ground from tiader an Enemy’s Feet. The 
Duke of Ocleans is expected here to follicic an 
Augmentation of Troops: And it feems we are 
not ro reckon any where upon che Conduct of our 
Generals or the Goodnefs of our Forces, butona 
great Superiority of Numbers ; for the Service in 
Spain is now {aid at Court to require no lefs a 
Reinforcement than 12000 Men.
